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AN ACT
To repeal section 287.110 as enacted by the first regular session of the ninety-third
general assembly in conference committee substitute for house committee
substitute for senate substitute for senate’committee substitute for senate bills
nos. 1 & 130 and approved by the governoron March 30, 2005, and to enact in
lieu thereof one new section relating to the applicability of workers'

compensation law, with an emergency clause.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Section 287.110 as enacted by the first regular session of the
ninety-third general assemblyin conference committee substitute for house
committee substitute for senate substitute for senate committee substitute for
senate bills nos. 1 & 130 and approved by the governor on March 30, 2005, is
repealed and one new section enacted in lieu thereof, to be known as section
287.110, to read as follows:

287.110. 1. This chapter shall apply to all cases within its provisions
except those exclusively covered.-by-any federal law [and those addressed in
section 287.120].

2. This chapter shall apply to all injuries received and occupational
diseases contracted in this state, regardless of where the contract of employment
was made, and also to all injuries received and occupational diseases contracted
outside of this state under contract of employment made in this state, unless the
contract of employment in any case shall otherwise provide, and also to all

injuries received and occupational diseases contracted outside of this state where

the employee's employment was principally localized in this state within thirteen
calendar weeks of the injury or diagnosis of the occupational disease.
Section B. Because of the need to ensure the proper application of the
state's workers' compensation law, section A of this act is deemed necessary for
the immediate preservation of the public health, welfare, peace and safety, and
is hereby declared to be an emergency act within the meaning of the constitution,
and section A of this act shall be in full force and effect upon its passage and

approval.
